Germans Near Defeat, 
Captured General Admits 


By EDWARD D. BALL,

“It will be over within four months—five months at the most.” 
That was the dour comment of Lt. Gen. Edwin Graf von Roth- 
kirch und Trach, commander of the 53d Germa 
with his staff, was captured yesterday when Lt. Gen. Patton’s Third 
Army overran a score of towns and villages and the Nazi army corps. 
The enemy corps headquarters’

“It will all be over within four 
months—five months at the most,” 
he added in conversation with Lt. 
Alfred Maul, of Milwaukee, Wis. 
His staff officers clustered about 
him and nodded agreement, 

The jeeps bringing the general 
and. his staff to the rear picked 
their way through endless columns 
of German prisoners going to the 
rear as our columns, lined up for 
miles bumper to bumper, headed 
eastward 

Much of the mud the general 
had accumulated was acquired 
when he dived into ditches to es- 
cape German artillery and air 
bursts breaking over our columns. 


These dramatic developments, 


coming when the Ninth Army and 
its British and Canadian Allies 
had. virtually completed occupation 
of all German territory west of 
the Ruhr, shifted the big punches 
to the middle Rhine farther south 
and opened the way for the Allies 
to push the enemy out of the area 
west of the Rhine and north of 
the Moselle. 


The supreme Allied headquar- 
ters announcement of the capture 
of the bomb-blackened Rhineland 
capital said that only sporadic 
fighting continued last night in 
Cologne’s southern outskirts. 


COLOGNE REAL PRIZE 


Thus, Germany’s fourth largest 
city and the greatest enemy indus- 
trial center that has so far capitu- 
lated was in Allied hands on the 
12th day of the powerful offensive 
from the Roer river. 


Last night its beaten Nazi gar- 
rison was being driven southward 
toward Bonn through a narrowing 
corridor along the Rhine’s west 
bank. 

CATHEDRAL DAMAGED 

It was considered highly signifi- 
cant that the Germans relinquish- 
ed Cologne without a_ struggle 
and that its capture was a push- 
over compared to that of Aachen. 

A .dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Louis P. 
Lochner, who entered the city 
with a military government unit, 
said Cologne’s famed cathedral, 
although it had suffered some 
bomb hits, still was standing, but 
practically every other prominent 
building had been wrecked. The 
cathedral, he added, can be re- 
paired.

TREMENDOUS SURGE 


Since the start of the slashing 
attack from east of captured Bit- 
burg at dawn yesterday, Patton’s 
armored forces had captured more 
than 1,500 Germans, including a 
corps commander, and had reach- 
ed a point only 20 miles from the 
Rhine. Last night tanks led by 
Gen. Holmes Dager, of Union, N. 
J.. were reported smashing on 
against disorganized and sporadic 
Nazi resistance. 


It was at the fortress of Ehren- 
breitstein, across the Rhine from 
Coblenz, that the last American 
occupation troops hauled down the 
Stars and Stripes in 1923. 

A field dispatch declared that 
“for the rampant Americans it 
was a surge which outdid any- 
thing witnessed in France.” Weath- 
er, not the Germans, was said to 
be impeding the advance. 

U. S. CLEARS RHINE 

The German garrison of Cologne 
put up surprisingly weak resist- 
ance as the U. S. Third Armored 
Division and 104th Infantry smash- 
ed through to the Rhine near the 
cathedral, at the western end of 
the Hohenzollern bridge. 

There was no escape for the sur- 
viving Nazis across any of the five 
bridges across the Rhine at Co- 
logne. All had been destroyed by 
Allied bombings.

COLOGNE NO AACHEN 
Hodges Rips 
Back From 
Defeat Brink

COLOGNE, March 6,.—(#)— 
Cologne’s capture tonight was all 
the more spectacular because it 
was accomplished by an army— 
the American First—which only a 
few weeks ago was fighting for 
its very life in the Belgian bulge. 

From the doorstep of defeat Lt. 
Gen. Hodges rallied his army for 
this steamroller drive which began 
in the predawn moonlight of Feb. 
23 when his troops crossed the 
Roer river. 


The troops were amazed to see| 


civilians amid the Cologne wreck- 
age displaying friendliness and re- 
lief at their arrival. 

The fighting was not the last 
stand, do-or-die defense that had 
been expected. 

Cologne is no Aachen. It was 
not manned by a garrison pre- 
pared to fight house to house and 
street to street. 

Instead of making a fortress of 
each house the Germans manned 
key defense points. After knock: 
ing out one key point the tanks 
and troops frequently moved a 
block or more before being en- 
gaged frorn another strong point. 

Cologne is an appalling mass of 
wreckage from the 42,000 tons of 
bombs dropped here by the RAF 
and the U, S. Air Forces since 
May, 1942, when the RAF made 
its first great raid on this indus- 
trial city. 

Cologne is estimated to be 85 
per cent in ruins with more than 
95 per cent of the older part of 
the city a rubbleheap. 

“Cologne looks like Stalingrad,” 
said an RAF officer. “There are 
some 2,000 acres of devastation in 
the city. Cologne’s industry, like 
Detroit’s, was spread through the 
city. The only way to attack the 
industry v was to destroy the city.”

France Must Face 
Realities of Politics 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route

Gen. Charles De Gaulle, trying to win for France the position of 
a great power, has—temporarily, we hope—gotten France into an 
impasse. This is very bad for France and for us. Under the chaotic 
conditions and almost insoluble problems of Europe, which will 
follow this war, France is essential for leadership and as a stabiliz- 
ing factor. 

Betore this war there were three major countries in the tradi- 
tional European complex: France, Germany and Italy. With the 
smaller nations they were Europe. After this war, with Germany 
utterly destroyed and beyond redemption for decades, and with a 
wrecked and defeated Italy reduced to a Balkan level, the only re- 
maining focus will be France. The economic, social and political 
rehabilitation of France is, therefore, primary to the rescue of Euro- 
pean civilization itself, 

There has been inadequate realization of this. Vast as are the 
demands of the military for shipping and materiel, one cannot help 
but feel that if there were sufficient comprehension of the condi- 
tion into which Europe is sinking, the additional energy would be 
expended to put France back as rapidly as possible into working 
order. 

It is dismaying to learn that factories, which under German 
occupation were employing thousands, are now employing only hun- 
dreds. What was a most unfortunate addition to the German war 
effort should, we would have thought, have been as great an asset 
to our own. Instead of this, French industries are becoming a 
burden, with unemployment an additional burden, and the argu- 
ment is made that there is lack of shipping for rehabilitation, when 
the organization of French resources could reduce the tonnage of 
military supplies that we must carry overseas. Since we have the 
military privilege of requisition, it would seem advisable for our 
Army to put some first-class industrial organizers in Paris to help 
revive French economy behind our troops. 


Stalemate For France herself the problem of what sort of 

economic order to restore, apparently stalemates re- 
construction. De Gaulle has rejected the plan of his minister of 
national economy, Pierre Mendes-France, for partial nationalization 
and state control of basic industries, though this would seem the 
quickest ‘way to revive the economy. It will take years to disen- 
tangle questions of ownership resulting from the “legal” expropria- 
tions of the Germans, and the illegal acquisitions by the collabora- 
tionists. And the nationalization of basic industries has been a 
fundamental demand of the resistance movement from the begin- 
ning. 

Gen. De Gaulle has apparently felt that the postponement of 
this issue would contribute to national unity and strengthen the 
bargaining power of France internationally. But disunity grows in 
every vacuum and the left-wing parties have begun openly to criti- 
size their indispensable leader. : 

It was not unnatural for a patriot of De Gaulle’s traditions to 
consider himself pre-eminently charged with restoring the power 
position of France. To an extent he succeeded in concentrating the 
attention of France and the world all but exclusively on this issue. 
But he has, nevertheless, been overplaying a weak hand, and French- 
men—the realities of whose lives tell them that France is an ex- 
hausted nation, eminently in need of internal reconstruction before 
she can again become a great power—are realizing it. 

Thus the Communists, who did not press for a more radical in- 
ternal policy, deserted De Gaulle over his attitude toward Yalta and 
in doing so deserted him internally as well. 


Furthermore, the alliance with Russia, which 
De Gaulle played out against the western 
powers, has failed for that purpose. Neither Britain nor the United 
States objected to changes suggested by France, in the text of the 
invitation to San Francisco which she was invited to sponsor. These 
changes, which would have made the Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
a “basis of discussion,” but not a hard and fast program, were 
vetoed, I understand, in Moscow. 

So if and when the French delegation appears next month in 
San Francisco, France, unless relations can speedily be improved, 
will not be in a bargaining position between the Big Three, but will 
have fallen between three stools. 

As far as the Dumbarton Oaks proposals are concerned, if 
De Gaulle had chosen to make France the standard-bearer of the 
small nations, that would have been a policy. But that has not been 
De Gaulle’s aim. He has sought absolute equality as a great power, 
in what Dumbarton Oaks would make a great power world. 

In politics no amount of theory, idealism, diplomacy nor amour- 
propre is a substitute for fact. All successful politics is the politics 
of realities. Already the real power situation in this world wears 
a maskless face, and in that situation the actual weakness of France 
is exposed. All lovers of French and European civilization re- 
gret this. But regret does not change the inexorable facts.

Of Europe to Britain 


Britain has been, ever since the war began in 

1939, the place of sanctuary for refugees from 

German brutality, from all the occupied lands of 

The already close-packed population of England has been 
hundreds of thousands of those who escaped the 


Furope.

Gestapo. 

Today, though there no longer the Gestapo threat in the 
liberated countries, there still are refugees coming to the sanctuary, 
Britain, because there is their only hope of survival. 

Five hundred children from Holland have: recently arrived in 
Coventry. They are the vanguard of an estimated 20,000 who 
will be given homes in England for the duration. The 20,000 are 
the lost children of the once-occupied lands. 

The Dutch children were found in pitiful condition. Home- 
less, they were wandering like helpless, wretched little animals. 
They gathered them in from the hedges, the ditches, the cellars 
and the ruins of bombed buildings. Some were found on the out. 
skirts of army camps, scavenging for food among the garbage. 
They were gathered together in Red Cross camps in Holland and 
Belgium and they had to be kept there, under medical treatment 
and carefully fed, for two months before they were strong enough 
to survive the short sea journey to England.

seems to have gained a certain amount of headway among our own 
people—who certainly should know better. This is the whisper 
another of the Allied nations is not “doing its fair 
share” of the fighting. For instance, although any semi-intelli- 
gent observer of the news knows that no nation has contributed 
more to victory than has Britain, you occasionally hear. “the 
British leave the tough jobs to us, or the Canadians, or so on.” 

They forget how the British turned the tide toward victory at 
El Alemein: and all along the northern African coast. They for- 
get how. the British navy kept the ocean routes open through the 
toughest of the German naval threat. They forget that, of all 
casualties in British and Commonwealth armies, 80 per cent and 
more have been British from the home islands. They forget the 
British Eighth army in Italy and the British forces in Burma, 
facing the largest Japanese forces anywhere the Pacific war 
areas. 

And they overlook the fact, when they read of the fierce fight- 
ing on the northern end of the western front, done by the “Ca- 
nadian First army,” that 75 per cent of the personnel of that army 
is British home troops. 

The British are not given to glorifying their own achievements, 
but the role they have played, and are playing, in this war is 
one for which no nation need apologize. 

And, if you would know how commingled the fighting men of 
the various nations have become, and how difficult it is to dif- 
ferentiate between one and the others, consider the makeup, by 


nationalities, of the RAF. 

Truly United Nations Within the ranks of the RAF are to 
be found airmen from nearly every 

dominion and country that is at war with Germany. 

There are, for instance, several Canadian fighter squadrons, 
as well as a complete group of heavy bombers operated by the 
Canucks. The Australians, too, have their own bomber and fighter 
squadrons in the Second Tactical Air Force 

Other nationalities which have complete units of their own in 
the RAF are New Zealanders, Norwegians, Poles, Dutch, Belgians, 
French, Czechs, etc., ete.

So, when you read of air raids against Germany, remember that 
the men making those raids are truly representative of the United 
Nations. Just as are the troops on the ground. Just as the fight- 
ing men under Gen. Mark Clark in Italy, who include as well as 
Americans, British, Poles, Italians, Brazilians, Africans and others. 

Truly, when the victory is at last won, no man can say that 
any nation deserves more credit than another.

Gerald P. Nye To Return? 


WASHINGTON.—Whether the death of Sen. John Moses will 
bring arch-isolationist Gerald P. Nye back to the senate hinges solely 
on the decision of Gov. Fred G. Aandahl and his close advisers, 
— Nye, as to the best method of beating Sen. William Langer 
in 1946, 

Leaders of the anti-Langer faction in the Republican party of 
North Dakota say it is virtually certain that Nye either will be 
appointed to the present vacancy or will be the candidate backed 
by the Aandahl state machine, in opposition to Langer. 

Since his defeat last fall, Nye has deprecated suggestions that 
he might be appointed to the senate, in the expected event of 
Moses’ death, but he has said at the same time that his one future 
political aim was to beat Langer and he certainly would run against 
him next year. 

A collateral consideration may be Gov. Aandahl’s own ambi- 
tion. Having just assumed his present office, he cannot very grace- 
fully seek the senatorship for himself now. If Nye is named to the 
present vacancy, however, the way will be cleared for Aandahl to 
take on Langer in the party primary, when Nye also would have 
to run for the unexpired portion of Moses’ term. 

A unique feature of the North Dakota election last fall was that 
Moses, then completing his third term as governor, spent all of 
the campaign in a Rochester (Minn.) hospital and it was freely 
reported over the state that he was fatally stricken and could not 
live more than a few months. 

There were indications then that a good many Republicans, dis- 
liking to vote either for Nye or Lynn U. Stambaugh, the Langer 
entry, turned to the Democrat Moses, on the theory that they there- 
by were paving the way for election of some more acceptable Re 
publican. 

Moses received 93,788 votes to 69,237 for Nye and 43,968 for 
Siambaugh. 

At the same time, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey carried the state over 
President Roosevelt, 118,245 to 100,071. and Aandahl for governor 
received 106,687 votes as against 59,371 for Depuy, the Democratie 
nominee, and 38,639 for Sturmz, a Langer-backed independent. 

Moses was the only Democrat ever elected to the United States 
senate from North Dakota. 

For 20 years politics in that state has been chiefly a battle be 
tween regular Republicans and insurgent members of that party 
operating in the name of the Non-Partisan League, and for at least 
10 years the latter faction has been completely dominated by Langer. 

Dislike of Langer has tended to bring many agrarian radicals 
back into the Republican party. Nye originally was a Non-Partisan 
Leaguer and so were former Sen. Lynn J. Frazier and Rep. Wil- 
liam Lemke, the two men beaten in turn by Langer in the sena- 


torial elections of 1940. 

: . From the standpoint of international policy 
Little Choice there would seem to be very little choice be 
tween Nye and Langer. In fact, Langer was one of six senators who 
voted against the Connally resolution, pledging the senate to after- 
war international collaboration, where as Nye voted for it both on 
the floor and as a member of the Foreign Relations Committee. 
Both men voted without exception against lend-lease, the military 
draft, and all proposals for anti-Fascist neutrality act revision be 
fore Pearl Harbor. 

Excepting international issues, Langer has shown an Increasing 
New Deal tendency. He was, for example, the first Republican 
senator to come out in favor of confirmation of Henry A. Wallace, 
He voted even against separation of the lending power from Walk 
lace’s future functions. Also, Langer has been ringleader in sup- 
port of Aubrey Williams for director of the Rural Electrification 
Administration. 

And just to prove that international consistency is secondary 
where North Dakota political personalities are concerned, Langer 
backed the arch-internationalist, Stambaugh, in his effort to beat 
Sen. Nye. 

On the other hand, North Dakota observers will not be at all 
surprised if Mr. Nye, in event of his return to the senate, should 
emulate his pro-Connally resolution vote by turning internationalist 
on other alter-war issues.

Governor s Financing and industrial development board’s 
program, penal reform, and the pardon and parole board is still 
left to the discretion of the Governor, now that the legislature has 
carried forward the present appropriations act.

Hunting Possible 


A year-round open season on 
foxes may be declared by the State 
Game and Fish Commission at a 
meeting to be held in Cuthbert on 
March 15. 

Charles N. Elliott, director of 
the commission, said the issue 
would be taken up in response fo 
many complaints that the state has 
an over-abundance of foxes and 
that they are destroying quail, 
rabbits and chickens.

Open New Iwo Drive 


GUAM, Wednesday, March 7.— 
(UP)—Three Marine divisions on 
Iwo island opened a general offen- 
sive against bitterly resisting Jap- 
anese forces Tuesday '1nder the 
most intense artillery bombard- 
ment of the campaign, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Despite the terrific artillery bar- 
rage, which was augmented by 
carrier aircraft and naval gunfire, 
Japanese troops backed against 
the sea at the northern end of Iwo 
were waging desperate resistance 
Fleet Adm. Nimitz announced. 

Elements of the Third, Fourth 
and Fifth Divisions resumed their 
attack Tuesday morning and at 
5:30 p. m. had hacked out small 
local gains on the left flank and 
in the center of the line. 

Fighting. was heavy throughout 
the day. The thirst-crazed Japa- 
nese remnants apparently were 
determined to resist to the end. 
They threw a heavy volume of 
small arms and mortar fire 
against the attacking Marines dur- 
ing Tuesday’s bitter action. 

Adm. Nimitz announced that 14,- 
456 enemy dead had been counted 
up to Monday night. This account- 
ed for three-fourths of the estimat- 
ed original garrison of 20,000. But 
there was still no let-up in the 
viciousness of the struggle which 
has been the bloodiest campaign 
of the Pacific War. 

Army fighters are now operat- 
ing from the southern airfield on 
Iwo, Nimitz disclosed, increasing 
air support for the ground troops. 
Transport planes continue to carry 
on their mercy missions, evacuat- 
ing wounded men to rear areas. 

The fact that the campaign’s 
heaviest bombardment to date fail- 
ed to dislodge the Japanese from 
their positions testified to the 
grim job still ahead before Iwo is 
won. : 

The new American gains, al- 
though only minor, served to fur- 
ther compress the defenders in 
their narrowing sector along the 
island’s northeastern coast. From

‘Final Phases’ Near 


In Battle for Luzon 


MANILA, Wednesday, March 7. 
(UP)—Troops of eight American 
divisions are regrouping for the 
“final phases” of the Luzon cam- 
paign designed to wipe out an esti- 
mated 80,000 Japanese still holding 
out in four widely separated sec- 
tors of the island, Gen. MacArthur 
announced today. 

For the first time since his 
forces invaded Luzon Jan. 9, Mac- 
Arthur’s daily war bulletin report- 
ed that activity on all fronts was 
“limited.” 

“Throughout all sectors our 
troops are regrouping for the final 
phases of the Luzon campaign,” he 
Said. 

Patrols of the 11th Airborne Di- 
vision mopping up the Manila bay 
coast south of Manila captured 2Q 
Japanese patrol boats near Ter- 
nata, 25 miles from the battle- 
scarred capital. 

Allied warplanes hitting the 
Cagayan valley in northeastern 
Luzon, toward which two divisions 
were advancing, wrecked five 
Japanese planes at Echague Air- 
field and set fire to two barges off 
the north coast. 

Patrol planes attacking encmy 
shipping off Formosa sank a 6,000- 
ton Japanese freighter-transport, 
and left another ship of the same 
class as well as a destroyer escort 
on fire. 

On Luzon, the plight of the rem- 
nams of Gen. Tomoyuki Yama- 
Shita’s once-proud army of approx: 
imately 200,000 men was critical 
as the Americans slugged through 
mountainous areas against stiff re- 
sistance from enemy _ troops 
pledged to fight to the death. 

The Japanese were cut off from 
their homeland supply lines by 
American air and naval power; 
most of their big supply bases on 
Luzon were in American hands; 
and they were under incessant hit 
and run attacks by Filipino guer- 
rillas.

CASE F-209: During the sum- 
mer I was invited to address a 
meeting of clergymen at Battle- 
ground, Ind., on the general topic 
of “Psychology Applied in Relig- 
ion, 

I pointed out the fact that the 
most effective way to win con- 
verts is not by theological dis- 
cussions, even of the most learned 
type. 

Our missionaries discovered this 
truth when they found that the 
superior merits of Christianity still 
would not persuade the Chinese 
or Hindu. 

The first requisite was to win 
friends. Until they began to feed 
or heal the hungry or sick babies 
and thus engender the respect and 
love of the mothers of those 
babies, their best theological arg- 
uments fell on deaf ears. 

Many American clerics _ still 
think they can win converts by 
logical reasoning or threats of 
eternal damnation, failing to prof- 
it by the experience of those mis- 
sionaries, 

HOW TO WIN FRIENDS 

“How to win friends,” is thus 
the first requisite to success not 
only in the clerical field but also 
in other professions. 

I have seen many instances 
where a clergyman wasn’t even 
popular with his own church mem- 
bers, because of his tactlessness 
or failure to use good psychology. 

If a clergyman thus alienates 
his supposedly Christian parish- 
ioners who are theoretically prej- 
udiced in his favor at the outset, 
how under the sun does he think 
he can win the stranger or sin- 
ner? 

God expected us to use our 
brains and all the latest develop- 
ments of science for the further- 
ance of religious education. But 
many clerics are living in the past 
and ignoring the recent psycho- 
logical discoveries. 

People are most interested in 
themselves. That is an axiom of 
applied psychology. 

A topnotch sermon must thus 
deal with people in this age. A 
successful clergyman will thus in- 
clude his parishioners and their 
current problems, in his sermon.
